Describe architectural features. Evaluate the characteristics of this building in terms of other buildings 
within the community. 

This 1 1/2-story, L-plan, gable-roofed dwelling represents another 
modification of the locally-common, gable-end, side-entry, main block with 
lateral wing, house form. As is typical in Eastham, the side wing is set 
flush with the plane of the facade of the main block rather than recessed as 
is expected in New England farmsteads. In this case, however, no doorway 
currently exists in the 3x2 bay, main block. The main entry, a paneled, 
wooden, cottage door with large, rectangular light set in a surround with cap 
mold trim, is located on the lateral wing. 

Additions have also been made to the original plan. An extension to the north 
elevation protrudes beyond the original house to create a gable-roofed 
expansion to the rear elevation where a full-width, shed-roofed, section has 
also been added. Shed dormers pierce both slopes of the roof. 

Characteristic to Eastham and the region, detail is limited to end boards, 
boxed, molded cornice and a wide, molded frieze. Window detail has cap 
molding like that on the main entry. Fenestration varies to include 2/2, 
double-hung sash, 6/6 windows on the second floor, in the gable and dormer, on 
the south elevation and paired on the rear (east) elevation, 3/3 windows 
appear on the rear, shed dormer and a picture window exists on the 
rear elevation. 

A tall, narrow chimney with corbeled cap is located on the ridge line of the 
lateral wing.

According to the file in the Eastham Historical Society Archives, between 1900 
and 1905, this house was moved to its present site from south of Town Cove 



Cemetery by Francis W. Smith, a fisherman and farmer. Francis W. Smith, born 
)in 1858, was the son of Nathaniel and Hannah (Cole) Smith and the grandson of 
Elkannah Smith. 

Francis W. Smith married Sarah Doane, the daughter of George and Amanda (Snow) 
Doane and the granddaughter of Barnabas Doane. They had one child, 
Amanda D. Smith. 

Francis W. Smith purchased the property from Ckarles A. and Florence Rogers 
(Bk. 231; Pg. 434) in 1897. No biographical information on the latter was 
found on Low's history.
